Minute Order. The Court is in receipt of the parties' J4 Joint Status Report. Defendant 
reports that it has commenced a search for documents responsive to Plaintiffs FOIA 
request. Defendant has located approximately 1,200 responsive pages and cannot 
estimate when the search will be complete or the final number of potentially 
responsive pages. Defendant has begun processing records and will make its first 
production on May 17, 2019. The parties have agreed that Defendant will make rolling 
productions of non-exempt portions of records on the 17th day of each month, or if 
the 17th falls on a weekend or holiday, the next business day. Defendant will process 
500 pages at minimum for each production. Defendant does not anticipate requesting 
an Open America stay but does anticipate that a Vaughn index will be required. The 
Court ORDERS the parties to file another Joint Status Report on JUNE 3, 2019.
